Political donations could be better regulated... 
if the provincial government wanted them to be 


THE KLEIN CONSERVATIVES ARE SWIM- 


ming in money, buoyed by so many 
bucks that they make winning an 
election look easy. They have the 
swelling surpluses in government 
coffers to play with—natural gas 
rebates anyone?—and millions in 
the bank to spend on billboards, 
brochures, television advertising, 
polling and all those other campaign 
necessities. 

Sounds just like the federal 
Liberals prior to the June vote. 
Government money with which to 
bribe voters, plus the kind of staying 
power that attracts money to the 
party’s bank accounts, particularly 
from big corporate players looking 
for favours. 

And so it goes here, too: power 
attracts money, which is then used 
to grind out expensive, slick propa- 
ganda on behalf of the ruling party. 
Billboards with Ralph’s big, satisfied 
face pop up over night. Television 
ads extolling the Alberta advantage 
are slipped into prime time viewing. 
Garish orange and blue brochures 
appear in the mailbox as if by magic. 

Meanwhile, the provincial 
Liberals, who also happen to be the 
official opposition (five seats), can’t 
rouse a full slate of candidates— 
never mind a full set of brochures to 
go with them. The New Democrats 
(two seats) can barely afford the gas 
for a drive out of Edmonton. The 
Alberta Alliance can’t get its leader 
on the televised debates because 
they didn’t get anyone elected last 
time around. 

How’s a lowly voter expected to 
make an informed choice when the 










paign, money they already have in 
the bank. The Liberals raised only 
$300,000 last time around and have a 
$900,000 debt. The NDs raised about 
the same amount. When you then 
add the subservient and/or under- 
resourced media in this province to 
the mix, it’s a wonder we have any 
active opposition parties at all. 


SOLID INCUMBENTS 
HAVE SOLID LEVERAGE 

Some would say that political par- 
ties should be subject to the same 
forces as the marketplace: if con- 
sumers like your product they will 
spend money on it, if they don’t 
you'll go broke. But political parties 
that form governments have an 
enormous advantage. They can use 
their power to create policies that 
benefit large corporations, large 
unions and other moneyed interest 
groups. So why wouldn’t those 
organizations donate large sums and 
hope they will be remembered at the 
right time? What have they got to 
lose? After all, the $27,000 that 
Encana directed towards the Tories 
in 2002 alone is but a small drop 
spooned from oceans of oil and gas 
profits: profits made all the greater 
thanks to the Klein government's 
low royalty regime. 

Why wouldn’t insurance compa- 
nies and those who would profit 
from privatized health care donate 
large sums to the Tories? Why 
wouldn't pharmaceutical compa- 
nies? Or all those corporations that 
own long term care facilities and 
seers with the government 

health regions? They would 
be foolish not to do their bit to re- 
elect a government that shovels tax- 
payers’ money into their sharehold- 
ers’ rs as 













trols the government, especially if 
the government is predisposed to 
put corporate interests ahead of the 
public interest. That same money is 
then used to convince us that the 
government is acting in our interest. 
No wonder people get confused, 
and then apathetic. 


THE BOOKS ARE OPEN... 
AFTER THE ELECTION 
But there is a way out of this 
vicious circle and Quebec and 
Manitoba have led the way. Their 
campaign financing legislation pro- 
hibits corporations, unions, and 
other organizations from donating 
to political parties and candidates at 


all; individuals can donate, but not 
more than $3,000 a year. That's a far 
cry from the $30,000 limit on dona- 
tions by corporations or individuals 
to political parties during provincial 
elections in Alberta. 

According to Democracy Watch 
(www.dwatch.ca), tight restrictions 
on fundraising forces parties to 
broaden their base of support, and 
prohibits entities that do not vote 
from trying to use their wealth to - 
influence the democratic process. It 
also keeps election expenses down, 
making entry into politics more 
accessible. 

Crafty Jean Chretien rammed 
through similar restrictions to feder- 
al party fundraising just before he 
left office last year. He had raised 
millions for the party from corpo- 
rate donors but apparently didn’t 
want his successors to have the 
same advantage. Federal political 
parties are also now required to dis- 
close their donors and donations 
every three months instead of only

Between 1993 and 2003, the 
province of Alberta cut $200 
million from social housing pro- 
grams, according to the

once a year. For provincial parties in 
Alberta it’s still only once a year and 
if you want to scan the list of donors 
you have to go to the Elections 
Alberta office in Edmonton and 
read a hard copy. Detailed lists of 
donors and donations to various 
election campaigns are released 
long after the election is over and 
are also not easily available. 
Elections Canada provides the par- 
ticulars on every donation to every 
candidate on-line. 

Of course, it is somewhat naive to 
think that a party that rules a one- 
party state such as Alberta is going 

cut itself off from the deep pock- 
ets that sustain it. But ifan NDP 
government in Manitoba had the 
courage to wean the party of union 
funding, and a Liberal government 
in Ottawa was willing to severely 
limit corporate funding for its party, 
surely a Conservative government 
in Alberta could one day screw up 
its courage and do the right thing.

NOT ONE ASPECT OF EDMONTON 
Opera and Workshop West Theatre’s 
The Emperor of Atlantis is without artis- 
tic, financial, or political risk. 

For starters, the work is a hybrid of 
modern opera and contemporary the- 
atre, in itself a daring combo. The two- 
part evening opens with Calgary- 
based Stephen Massicotte’s one-hour- 
long play followed by composer 
Viktor Ullmann and librettist Petr 
Kien’s short World War II-era opera. 
Jointly directed by Workshop West's 
artistic director Ron Jenkins and 
Edmonton Opera artistic director 
Brian Deedrick, the production stars 
both stage actors and opera singers. 

“This project is certainly intimidat- 
ing for me,” says Jenkins. 

“1 see, respect, and love opera, but 
I’ve never directed one, and while I 
love music, | wouldn't call myself and 
musical person,” he says, adding that

were allowed to continue to produce 
their art: producing painting exhibits 
and putting on concerts. 

This autonomy did know some 
bounds. When the Nazis got wind of 
it, Ullmann’s opera was promptly 
shut down. The work was eventuall, 
smuggled out of the camp, but 
Ullmann and Kein died in captivity, 
as did almost all the inmates of 
Theresienstadt. The opera was per- 
formed for the first time in 1975, 

“I was skipping school [at the 
University of Calgary] in ‘97 or’96 
when I heard a [CBC Radio] docu- 
mentary about the camp and its art 
and just couldn't believe what had 
happened there,” says Massicotte. 

“I’m nota huge classical music fai 
or even that much of an opera buff, 
but the idea of writing the piece in 
such awful conditions captured my 
attention right off the bat.” 

Doing a bit more digging on the 
subject matter, the Calgary-based 
playwright and screenwriter was 
shocked to discover neither a movie 
or a play had ever been written abou 
this highly dramatic subject, a short 
fall he decided to address. 

“A couple years later J entered a 24 
hour playwriting competition and 
decided to write that particular story 
tracking down the documentary and 
basing my play on it,” he says. 

“One thing I decided right off the 
bat is I didn’t want to put the opera i1

the anxiety everyone is feeling about 
the show just adds to the project’s 
excitement. 

“Brian's the driver of this bus, and 
he’s the one who'd put these two pro- 
ject together” says Jenkins, comparing 
the project to the hybrid work of 
Robert Lepage. The Quebec artist 
didn’t want the word “theatre” being 
used in the name of his company. 

Both productions are also pre- 
mieres—Massicotte’s play is being 
seen for the first time, Ullmann’s 
opera has never been produced in 
western Canada. 

Then there’s the subject matter: it’s 
the polar opposite of a feel-good- 
story. 

Ullmann’s opera was a not-so-sub- 
tle allegory on Hitler, fascism and the 
horrific nature of modern total-war 
that was written in the infamous 
Theresienstadt concentration camp, 
located in northern Bohemia (part of 
the modern Czech Republic), which 
was built to house Jewish intellectu- 
als. 

Made up to look like a model town, 
Theresienstadt, or Terezin in Czech, 
was a walled ghetto conceived to pla- 
cate the Red Cross and other interna- 
tional groups wondering why all the 
Jewish artists and scientists of Europe 
were vanishing. As a show camp, the 
prisoners were allowed some limited 
autonomy over the camp and as such 


the play, but rather wanted my piec« 
wanted to compliment the opera. Thi 
production is so cool because you'll 
immediately be able to see what my 
characters were talking about in the 
second half when the opera is per- 
formed.” 

For Deedrick, teaming the opera uj 
with the play was an elegant and 
innovative solution to the program- 
ming challenge faced when trying ( 
schedule a short opera. 

“What do you pair this particular 
opera with? Cabaret music? [Jean 
Genet’s post-WWII existential play| 
The Maids? The musical influences in 
this opera are so interesting and var 
ied—from jazz music [called “deca- 
dent’ and‘banned by the Nazis] to a 
distorted take on the German national 
anthem.” 

Deedrick also stresses that this th: 
atrical /operatic pairing underlines th 
polar juxtaposition built into the ongi- 
nal opera. 

“This opera is about these two 
worlds [the historic camp as well as 
the fantasy Atlantis of the libretto] and 
it's important that these echoes are 
heard. This opera could only have 
been written in the camp, and the 
ghosts of the play/camp are being al 
last being allowed to perform the 
opera.”

sawy Catalyst Theatre, Bretta Gerecke’s 
production design for Carmen Angel com- 
municates ever-so-much with ever-so-little. 

The spare set boasts a skeletal wall lined . 
with open doors and strung up with a lattice 
work/spider-web of clean white cord, with 
three old-fashioned hooded ceiling lights 
marking the centre of the playing stage. 

This is all that is really needed to embody 
the intriguing archetypical anxieties and all 
the various psychological traps and oppor- 
tunities (lost and yet to be gained) compris- 
ing the deeply elegant and wicked layered 
memory written by Joey Tremblay and 
directed/scored by Jonathan Christenson 
(the creative team behind The Blue Orphan, 
The House of Pootsie Plunket and Elephant 
Wake). 

Just as any piece of a shattered holo- 
gram will produce the same fully embedded 
image, any aspect of a Catalyst production 
typically stands up to an impressive amount 
of scrutiny and carries forth this trope of 


minimalist narrative with a Jungian flavour 
and more than a little Victorian in both its 
innocence and gothic creds. 

Our protagonist Joe (played ably by Chris 
Craddock, the avatar of all the play’s myriad 
characters) is tormented two decades after 
the fact by the murder of his first love: the 
perfect-in-retrospect Carmen Angel. 

She was an urchin from the wrong side 
of the tracks in the peaceful white valley 
town where Joe spends an idyllic summer 
in his 10th year, escaping an abusive 
father, living in the Mayberry-esque home 
and arms of his spinster aunt Louise. Well, 
Mayberry-esque aside from all the swirling 
secrets and unspoken subtexts. It’s more 
Blue Velvetthan Andy Gniffith Show. 

Adding even more layers of memory 
and retro-je-ne-sais-quoi, Joe’s boyhood 
unfolds in the kinder/gentler early-to-mid- 
60s, contrasting all that more violently 
with Joe’s adult life as a gritty crime scene 
photographer in a dirty, green-tinged large 
urban centre. 

Tossed into an existential tail-spin by 
the crime, Joe’s whole adult life is sub- 
sumed by the endless search for truth and

In large part this trick is accomplished 
by trusting the audience enough to let the 
subtext stay in the background and not 
overly burden the performance or the 
direction of this must-see theatrical mas 
terpiece. 

Craddock must be highly praised for 
his laser-like focus and boundless energy 
in a deft performance, even if he did get 
muddy in a few of his character voices.

No coasting for Cavendish 
as beloved character

CHEERS AND WHISTLES ECHOED 


through the Shoctor Theatre on open- 
ing night of Shirley Valentine, featuring, 
Neola Cavendish as the eponymous 
heroine. The 1986 play by Willy 
Russell (of Educating Rita fame) details 
one woman's journey through “the 
change of life”... not, in this case, hor- 
mones but rather a trip to Greece. 

The script, a two-hour, two-act 
monologue, depicts Shirley 
Bradshaw—née Valentine, Liverpool 
housewife, mother of two, wife of 
Joe—in her suburban kitchen, prepar- 
ing chips and eggs for her husband's 
tea. Assisted by several belts of white 
wine, Shirley talks to her one constant 
companion: the kitchen wall. Her 
addresses take a stream of conscious- 
ness formas she riffs on her past, her 
failed hopes and dreams, unfulfilling 
sex, loss of passion, troublesome chil- 
dren, and, most portentously, the offer 
from her best friend Jane of a trip to 

Greece. Without telling her unsympa- 
thetic husband, Shirley elects to go on 
the trip—leaving the terse note “Gone 
to Greece. Back in two weeks” on the 
fridge. In the second act, set on a rocky 
beach, Shirley reflects on the vacation, 
her decision to stay in Greece, and the 
fallout her impetuous but life-affirm- 
ing decision has engendered. 

Russell's script is forthright, funny, 
sensitive, and while occasionally bor- 
dering on the maudlin, manages to 
avoid being precious or sermonizing 
with the underlying theme; the 
woman alone, the woman who wakes 
up one morning to discover that, 
while fulfilling her “role,” she herself 
feels unfulfilled. It isn’t shrilly feminist, 
but rather a warm, heart-felt treatment 
of a human story to which audienc 


can relate on their own terms. It can be 
a funny story of an Englishwoman 
abroad or it can mirror thoughts and 
feelings unexpressed. In whatever 

guise, it is humane with a tremulous- 
ness lurking just beneath the laughs 

That said, there are numerous chal- 
lenges for the performer—in addition 
to animating two hours of solo speak- 
ing, she must balance contrasting 
emotional states, ranging from an 
to bewilderment, sorrow to joy, 
in the space of seconds. Add to this 
multiple roles (husband Joe, children 
Brian and Millandra, assorted friends), 
increasin 
need to animate the woman beyond 
the scope of her salty jokes: the per- 
former is set with an acting marathon 
All this and she must cook eggs and 

ips! The director can help greatly 
with pacing and tone, but once the 

curtain is up, the performer is on her 
own. Small wonder most solo-shows 
are self contained one acts! 

This production of Shirley 
Valentine is a winner. With an effec- 
tive set design (David Roberts) and 
deft direction by Roy Surette, this pro- 
duction immediately establishes a 
sense of the mundane, the ordinari- 
ness of ordinary life—and at the same 
time, the underlying wish for some- 
thing wonderful to happen. In 
Surette’s hands, the production sets a 
brisk pace, gathering speed and snow- 
balling in the first act; adopting amore 
leisurely reflective pace in the second. 
It keeps the wave of words engaging. 

However, the play only succeeds as 
far as its performer, and Nicola 
Cavendish is a winner too. Not only 
does she navigate the dangerous 
waters of myriad accents, but she also 
breathes fiery life into a character 
who's been around for almost two 
decades, making her seem new, fresh 
off the page. Cavendish has spent sev- 
eral years playing Shirley, and so there 
is the ease and familiarity long 
tion brings—but there's no sen:

AVI LEWIS CALLS A LITTLE EARLY. HE'S 
got to do live radio at five, so he was 
hoping to squeeze in a few extra 
minutes. 

He has, after all, rather a lot to say. 

His documentary The Take—made 
with his wife, the columnist and No 
Logo author Naomi Klein—tells the 
story of the workers of the Forja San 
Martin auto parts factory. In the 
midst of Argentina’s economic melt- 
down, unable to find work for 
months after their factory was 
closed, and owed money by their 
previous employer, the men of Forja 
decide to join the “reclaimed facto- 
ries” movement inspired by success- 
ful reclamations at the Zanon ceram- 
ics factory and the Brukman gar- 
ment facility. They occupy their for- 
mer place of employment, hoping to 
put it back into operation. This 
doesn’t sit very well with the owner 
and the receivers, for whom the fac- 
tory and its contents are assets. 

Their gambit inspired Lewis, to 
whom the pursuit of social justice 
undoubtedly comes naturally. He's 
the grandson of former federal NDP 
leader David Lewis, whose famous 
catchphrase “corporate welfare 
bums” would describe much of 
Argentina’s financial shenanigans. 
He’s also the son of former Ontario 
NDP Leader and UN envoy Stephen 
Lewis and columnist Michelle 
Landsberg. The younger Lewis has 
hardly ridden on anyone's coattails, 
however, establishing his own bona 
fides as a MuchMusic political corre- 
spondent in the mid-'90s and as the 
host of CBC’s high-octane chat show 
Counterspin. 

As The Take recounts, Canadian 
progressive superstars Lewis and 
Klein felt themselves challenged to 
do more than publicize and oppose 
the gathering forces of corporate 
globalization. In the story of Forja 
San Martin, the duo saw an opportu- 
nity to showcase workers rejecting a 
failed model and implementing their 
own. As he discusses their trials and 
his documentary, Lewis ends each 
answer on a note of hope. 


Can you describe the guys who 
took the factory over? 
I think one of the things that we find 
really fascinating about this move- 
ment is that it does not proceed from 
ideology. It’s not a movement of left- 
ies, with a sort of ideological analysis 
of what's happening. Although, that 
said, people in Argentina, partly as a 
legacy of decades of free post-sec- 
ondary education, which is some- 
thing we in Canada should think 
about, are very articulate about the 
global forces, and the global eco- 
nomic policies that they are facing... 
They are people who, in fact, are 
being politicized by their circum- 
stances and are finding their politics 
in the struggle. If you're interested in 
how social change happens, that’s 
an extraordinary moment to witness. 


You say in the film “Where we 
come from, a closed factory is the 
end of the story?” Why don’t our 
workers react this way? 

Well, they do sometimes...

I mean Ralph 
muses about privatization, and has 
moved forward on it and taken 
some steps.

They just 
swallowed the market model whole- 
sale. They privatized everything. 
Even the street signs in Buenos Aires 
are brought to you by MasterCard... 

They threw hundreds of thou- 
sands of people out of work, and 
then they locked middle class people 
out of their bank accounts after the 
banks and multinationals had made 
a decade of spectacular profits in 
Argentina and then bailed, literally 
loading $40 billion of cash and gold 
into bank trucks and driving it to the 
airport in the middle of the night, 
which, in some ways makes some of 
the striking images in the film. So 
we've had this model imposed in 
slow motion, and in Argentina they 
did it in fast forward. 

I don’t think the response should 
be to just feel “Wow, they’re so radi- 
cal. Why aren't we like that?” but to 
look for the connections, because | 
see connections all over in the 
Canadian landscape and people 
who have been watching the film, 
have been articulate about making 
them.

In an era of corporate globaliza- 
tion, where manufacturing is being 
closed down in the industrial world 
and is being moved to less industri- 
alized countries, workers in the 
industrialized world not working is 
precisely what they want. So it 
doesn’t help much if you fold your 
arms across your chest and say “No 
one shall work here until we get 
what we want,” because the owners 
just look at you and say, “Thank you 
for doing our job for us, we were 
going to close you down anyway.”

So I would totally understand 
Albertans who feel that there is no 
point in voting. On the other hand, | 
think it’s irresponsible and I do 
believe that when you're faced in 
politics with politicians who are cor- 
rupt, who are clearly not working in 
the interest of most people, and who 
are contemptuous towards the elec- 
torate, that those people have to be 
gotten rid of. 


Argentina is familiar with authori- 
tarian rule, and there are powerful 
forces arrayed there... the IMF, the 
government, and the businesses, 
which are all in collusion to one 
degree or another. Why haven't 
they simply crushed this move- 
ment? 
One of the things that has allowed 
this movement to grow is that it’s 
been off the radar. I mean we shot 
the film while the invasion of 
Afghanistan and then Iraq took 
place. And major news organiza- 
tions were closing their Latin 
American bureaus left right and cen- 
tre and yanking their reporters and 
sending them to the Middle East. 
Although it means that we have 
heard very little about this extraordi- 
nary story in Argentina, which | 
think is a loss, I also think that it 
hasn't been in the bright spotlight of 
the empire's gaze. And for that rea- 
son I think it’s been allowed to quiet- 
ly flourish. I think the IMF doesn’t 
talk about it because they don’t want 
to draw attention to it. And I think a 
lot of these popular movements 
would actually benefit from more 
publicity... These ideas are conta- 
gious and I think that nobody in 
power wants them to spread. 


Can you describe the evening you 
showed the movie at the Brukman 
factory?

IF YOU'RE FAMILIAR WITH THE WORK 
of writer-director Brad Bird, it’s easy 
to see how the 70 million opening 
weekend for The Incredibles is the 
universe righting the wrong he suf- 
fered with The Iron Giant. 

That 1999 cell-animated feature 
about a misunderstood boy meeting 
a misunderstood giant robot is an 
incredibly intelligent and well-made 
family film. Due to a botched mar- 
keting campaign, however, it 
bombed. Thankfully, Pixar recog- 
nized Bird’s talent and hired him to 
do The Incredibles. The time and $92 
million invested paid off huge. 

Craig T. Nelson is the voice of Mr. 
Incredible, a brawny, lunkheadish 
hero married to levelheaded 
Elastigirl (Holly Hunter). When he 
saves aman from falling to his 
death, a lawsuit results which opens 
the door to legal action against all 
superheroes. Before long the gov- 
ernment forces them all into a super- 
hero protection i ah where they 
live quietly among 

Now hows as er and Helen 
Parr, the couple lives in the suburbs 
with their three kids. The oldest, 

_ Dashiell Fox) and Violet 

_ (Sarah Vowell), have their own 
powers, and like dad, who's become 
a doughy, be 
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larly robust—not to mention tense— 
thanks in part to the darker tone, 
which drew a PG-13 rating in the 
States. There's a suicide attempt, the 
bad guys use real guns, and people 
die. Let’s just say Bird knows the 
nerd audience. 

Balancing the film out are killer 
superhero jokes about goofy villain 
monikers, power mishaps, and cos- 
tume problems. A diminutive 
wardrobe-designer character named 
Edna (voiced by Bird), who's mod- 
eled after the late legendary 
Hollywood costume designer Edith 
Head, steals several scenes by deliv- 
ering lectures on the durability, 
comfort, and fashion savvy of super- 
duds.

The Incredibles really succeeds, 
though, because it doesn’t rely on 
the shallow pop-culture jokes that 
make movies like Shrek and Shark 
Tale so irritating.

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tragidy. Church and Giamatti are 
just less than totally sympathetic 
characters, and I mean that in the 
good sense—no syrupy sentiment 
here, folks. They're quick-witted and 
sarcastic, but also a little ugly inside 
and out, insensitive, self-absor' bed; 
paunchy, and aging. So funny! And 
on top of that, you've got Sandra Oh 
as Stephanie, a wine pourer who 
makes Jack rethink his wedding 
plans, and providing some distrac- 
tion for Miles is Maya, played a 
Virginia Madsen.

Y'KNOW WHEN YOU’RE A KID AND 
you go toa restaurant witha sundae 
bar that has different flavours of ice 
creamand dozens of toppings, and 
you throw a bit of everything in your 
bowl just because you can? You get a 
syrup-coated pile of cookie bits, gum- 
mies, sprinkles that’s way too messy, 
sugary, and large to enjoy without a 
gutand tooth ache, yet at the same 
time that's the glory of it. This sort of 
spectacle of indulgence is what the 
Godzilla series usually amounted to by 
the time the ninth installment, Destroy 
All Monsters, was released. 

By that time there were 20 giant- 
monsters-menacing-Tokyo movies in 
total, with a variety of rogues like 
Mothra, Rodan, and Gamera. Godzilla 
had done battle with a bunch of them 
(Godzilla Versus Mothra, for example), 
but few monsters were as cool as King 
Ghidorah (translated as “Ghidrah”). 
The three-necked, two-tailed flying 
dragon creature made its first of sever- 
al appearances in “64 (a decade after 
the original Godzilla) fighting 
Godzilla, Redan and Mothra in 
Ghidorah, the Three-Hended Monster. 

You can see where this is going, of 
course. Like the Universal monster 
movies decades earlier, the franchise 
kept heaping creatures on its sundae.

The 
time traveling “Futurians” (an 
American, a Russian, and a Japanese 
copping Willy Wonka’s style) return 
to warn 1992 Japan that Godzilla is 
about to cause a nuclear catastrophe 
that'll effectively destroy the country, 
unless they go back to 1944 when the 
monster was created by H-Bomb radi- 
ation. 

So that happens, but the poorly 
attired alien pricks have a hidden 
agenda involving Ghidorah material- 
izing to destroy Japan. Luckily, 
Godzilla gets made anyhow and 
cracks heads with the alien’s pet, in 
Tokyo of course. Presumably only 
construction companies are wealthy 
enough to afford insurance. 

Gos. KG features a nonsense plot, 
plenty of cheesy effects, some really 
cool effects, including a Mecha- 
Ghidorah and some detailed models, 
plus plenty of baaad acting, like that 
matters. Most importantly, the mon-

ON RETURNING TO THE FORJA SAN MARTIN FOR 
the first time since its closure, one of the 
former employees notes that there is, 
uncharacteristically, no avian activity. He 
surveys the vacant shop floor, striped of 
assets by the owners, and opines, 
“Maybe they took the pigeons.” 

If that seems an unduly churlish senti- 
ment, remember that by that point, 
Argentina’s banks had taken $40 billion 
dollars out of the country, bank accounts 
had been frozen nationwide, and the peso 
was ina precipitous downward spiral.

Lewis and Naomi Klein “Marxists!” hiss

(Note that 
they're not alone: one of this year’s co- 
winners of the Nobel Prize for Economics 
has called for the abolition of the IMF 
because, he says, it does more harm than 
good.) 

Lewis and Klein present a mostly com- 
prehensible explanation of how the melt- 
down happened, and then turn to the 
workers of Forja, and to the factories 
that went before them, to demonstrate 
that working people can refuse to 
accept closures and instead run the 
businesses themselves. At first blush, at 
least, the success of co-operative 
endeavour encourages optimism, 
despite the ridiculously stacked deck. As 
one government minister puts it, “It’s 
what capitalism tries to prove every day 
is impossible. Bosses are supposed to 
be indispensable.”

RECENT EVENTS WILL NO DOUBT CONFIRM THE 
disappointment many harbour over the 
mores of the American South, but behind 
the caricature of Southerners as dumb- 
sounding cousin-screwers couches one 
of the few remaining veins of linguistic 
silver in North America. Southerners 
aren't universally blessed with an ear for 
the cadences and potency of the English 
language, but if that’s what you're after, 
there are worse places to look. 

And while you can take Ross McElwee 
out of North Carolina (he now teaches 
filmmaking at Harvard), you apparently 
can't take the Southern gift for elegant 
expression out of Ross McElwee. His 
soft, closely miked, deadpan delivery 
sounds a little like Garrison Keillor’s, but 
in place of Keillor’s soppy and more-or- 


less conventional stories, imagine a nar- 
rative that, though complex, is as accessi- 
ble as a fairytale, told with humour as 
understated as it is riotous. 

The spark for Bright Leafis ostensibly 
lit when McElwee's second cousin intro- 
duces the filmmaker to an obscure 1950 
Gary Cooper film that may have taken its 
story from the life of McElwee’s great- 
grandfather. John McElwee was appar- 
ently robbed and litigated out of a tobacco 
fortune in the late 1800s by the powerful 
Duke family. Ross reckons he may have 
been denied great wealth, but what's that 
compared with a movie, and a Hollywood 
movie at that! He sets out to uncover the 
provenance of the film's story, with his 
tongue in his cheek and his hand on his 
heart. 

But his grandfather's role in the cinema 
is only the entry point for an odyssey in 
which McElwee draws together an extra- 
ordinary breadth of thought—skip to the 
next paragraph if you like a surprise— 
including the cock-eyed logic of tobacco’s 
employees and customers; the often 





documentary, and while they intended 
from the outset to provide a hopeful 
example, a stock-taking overview of the 
state of the movement seems to be 
missing, and here a few more statistics 
might have helped to give the hopeful 
picture some heft. What percentage of 
the recovered factories have been suc- 
cessful? How many have been shut 
down by force, litigation, finances, or 
internal strife? The sight of men and 
women crying because they have forged 
the opportunity to feed themselves and 
their families is at once sobering and 
inspiring. It would be nice to know that 
the inspiration they provide leads some- 
where.

| HAVE IT ON GOOD AUTHORITY FROM A MALE 
friend that all guys are pigs, in the sense 
that if they could get away with it, men 
would have sex with as many different 
women/men as possible. It is culturai fic- 
tion rather than biological fact that 
explains monogamy. (I have known 
women who would also fit this category, 
but more so for ego than conquest.) So 
how to explain men who are happily loyal 
to their partners? 

Alfie takes a look at this seeming para- 
dox. In the title role, Jude Law plays a 
cocky and selfish man who's hunting for 
suitable FBB—face, boobs, bum—in 
prospective conquests. lt seems he has 
things pretty good—beautiful women 


that fit his criteria, a job where he meets 
new candidates all the time, and a neigh- 
bour who offers to clean his apartment 
while he’s out. But when things sour, and 
they do in a big way, he’s finally forced to 
take a look at his life, at his decisions, and 
try to make some meaning or at least 
some new direction from it. 

At first it's disconcerting to see the 
character continually addressing the cam- 
era directly, but it is used to good effect, 
and in moments of poignancy even 
reveals his lack of self-awareness. 

Retro touches pay homage to the origi- 
nal 1966 version. The soundtrack is espe- 
cially tasty—Mick Jagger and Dave 
Stewart have collaborated to produce 
original songs that help give the film its 
air of modern nostalgia—tt’s old Mick 
with new material. 

Law does a good job with a demand- 
ing role.

Ross (And, although for all intents 
and purposes he is bebop cortez, it’s 
strongly suggested you neither refer 
to him as bebop, Mr. cortez, or any 
combination thereof). It’s an impor- 
tant distinction to make—the bit 
about not being a DJ that is. Should 
you peruse his labours —namely the 
selection of 12 tracks that collectively 
and creatively cement his CD the

» »peruse you should), you'll find your- 
self treated to a dense (just under 33 
mins—"LP length, itll fit on two 
sides... that’s important,” says Ross) 
and ambitious (four years in the mak- 
ing), yet playful (“it’s a music nerd 
record as well as a party record”), 
post-Spectorian wall-of- sound. Its’ 
impressive amalgamation of P- 
funk/Zapp band-inspired party 
beats, mournful, Kid Koala-esque jazz 
derangements, old-skool dub, fresh 
hip-hop flows, Hendrixian “guitar ~ 
wankery” (his words)... and on and 
on... could easily trick your ears into 
thinking they’re hearing a manic, 
used-wax crate digger’s concoction. 
“A DJ is more about beat juggling 
and taking pre-existing pieces of 


music and combining them together 
in creative ways and splicing layers,” 
continues Ross. “A lot of this stuff is 
played live. Every track—almost 
every track—has something live on it, 
whether it’s real guitar or real bass, 
real keyboard...or combinations there- 
of. 

“Sounds that sound like they 
would have to be some sort of DJ 
thing, actually aren't; they're actually 
live instruments. 

“Basically it came from trying to 
make a big, full record, but doing it 
myself and realizing that when you 
do all that stuff yourself you can’t 
make it sound like a band! You can’t 
make an electronic drum set sound 
like a real drum set, so instead of try- 
ing to do that, [I] used it for its own 
sake—as its own instrument. 

“That's how I started recording 
stuff, and then it just kinda got out of 
hand...

But, the store is just a musicology 
pit stop for the 29-year-old. Born in 
smalltown Northern Alberta, raised 
in Edmonton, Ross, who says his 
obsession sprouts back further than 
he can remember—although draw- 
ings of guitars in elementary school 
art class marked early symptoms of 
his mania—telates that his grandfa- 
ther on his mother’s side had 13 
brothers and sisters, all of whom 
played something—a saw-playing 
uncle even released a7”. 

That DIY attitude, in terms of both 
aesthetic and instrumentation appears 
to have been passed on down the line. 
Indeed, the romantic panther 
commander, a very polished sounding

means squeezed for all their worth by 
hi-fi expectations—its baroque pal- 
lette of found sounds and orignal 
recordings was created in Ross’ living 
room with a $200 dollar computer, a 
broken synth, a “dusty” sampler, and 
an array Of traditional instruments 
(guitar, bass, etc.) 

“Yeah, I was [surprised by the 
quality I gotl,” says Ross. “But I know 
how to get the sounds I want out of 
this equipment, as opposed to, like, if 
someone threw me into a multi-mil- 
lion dollar studio, it would probably 
sound like crap, just ‘cause I wouldn’t 
know how to use it. And I think that 
happens to a lot of bands, where 
they're like, “We spent 30 grand on 
our record!” But, it doesn’t sound like 
it, ‘cause no one knows what they're 
doing! 

“T have to give props to the master- 
ing though... Chris Sturwold did the 


"mastering for it, and the thing is, a lot 


of the songs sounded pretty good 
already, but as far as sounding good 
er... he put them so they all sort

However, Ross, isn’t all doom and 
gloom—expressing an affinity for the 
impact and immediacy of real under- 
ground hip hop culture—we're talk- 
ing about the largely unheard (in the 
grand scheme of things) voices of sub- 
urban Edmonton here, not Compton. 

As such, Ross employed a couple 
of those talents to add to panther com- 
mander’s pop-culture pot-pourn: 

“There is a huge hip-hop commu- 
nity in Edmonton that nobody really 
knows about. [The rappers that 
appear on the album] Stretch and 
Double D? I had no idea those guys 
even existed! I was very hesitant, 
‘cause I hadn’t heard many local MCs 
that I had actually liked, and [Chris 
Sturwold] was like, “Oh, you should 
check this out” and gave mea bunch 
of different stuff. I picked and chose 
two guys I thought were really good, 
and those two nailed it—it was so 
funny because they showed up... 
and it was just such a different scene 
from what I’m used to.” 

And, ina way, that coming out 
party of disparate cultural scenes 
seems analogous to the whole bebop 
cortez experience; while Ross is an 
accomplished, established musician 
who's j ed with everyone from 
Shuyler Jansen to AA Sound System 
to... even George Clinton & P-Funk , 
he’s been quite content to let whatever 
momentum the romantic panther com- 
mander garners bubble up on its own 
accord. The CD has been available for 
almost two months now, but he’s 
opted out of the usual promotional 
push (no CD release party as of yet, 
and what little press he’s received has 
only occurred because he’s been 
approached). 

Hell, he’s not even headlining for 
the debut of the latest live incarnation 
of bebop this Friday (he’s trying 
things out this go-round with key- 
boardist Roz Christian and a drum 
machine for a,closer approximation o! 
the recorded material. A previous 
line-up with a bassist and druammer— 
“Thad a grand concept of, ‘What 
would it be like if the Stooges played 
a DJ Shadow record live?” —didn’t 
work out to his liking). The caution 
seems unwarranted—the record has 
already made it to #1 on the CSR 
chart and has been added to CKUA’s 
“recommended” playlist, but as he 
himself points out—bebop cortez is 
treading some previously untested 
waters: “Thére véry well could be 
people doing something very similar 
to what I'm doing that I haven’t 
heard of yet, but that’s why playing 
shows is very weird: ‘cause I don’t 
have the safety blanket of having 
three other bands [on the bill] that 
have a crowd that's... with my 
crowd... There’s not really other 
music that’s like this right now...”

COUNTRY JOE MCDONALD'S CAREER 
has stretched over four decades; in 
that time, he’s published his own 
street magazine, released the first EP 
of the 60s, written soundtracks, par- 
ticipated in live theatre, and penned 
the unofficial anthem of the anti-war 
movement of the ‘60s. The author of 
the “I Feel Like I’m Fixin’ To Die 
Rag” takes it all in stride, with humili- 
ty and a very laid back attitude. 

“You know,” relates Joe from his 
home in Berkeley, “I got into music 
to keep from going crazy. | made 
music because I wasn’t articulate 
socially. I always thought of myself 
as a working class sort of musician... 
it was a way to make money, and I 
was very surprised that I became a 
public figure.” 

The perception of himself as a 
working class musician is under- 
standable, considering his upbring- 
ing. Born in 1942 in Washington 
D.C,, Joe’s family relocated to 
California shortly after the Second 
World War. “I was introduced to 
political songwriting at an early age”, 
Joe remembers, “Woody Guthrie, 
Union Songs... at the time they called 
them Topical Songs.’ I also listened 
to all the great R&B, jazz, country, 
and blues that came to our area. 
However, I’ve always been particu- 
lar to songs with more than just a 
romantic style.” 

After moving to Berkeley in the 


BLUE NOTES 


ANYONE WHO CONSIDERS HIM/HERSELF A 
real blues fan should, at least once in their 
lives, make a trip to the Delta to experi- 
ence the “Cradle of the Blues.” This 
columnists’ intention was to do just that 
and take in the 19th annual King Biscuit 
Blues Festival at Helena, Arkansas in the 


process. With 75 acts, four stages, and ; 


three days of blues in the Delta to look for- 
ward to, the 4000-kilometer trip was on. 
The cotton harvest was underway and, 
as we passed the six feet square by 40 
feet long bales of cotton on the way into 
Helena, the dust was rising. Helena is a 
small town that has seen better days. On 
the way into the festival site you drive pot- 
holed streets, passing by derelict, stripped 
cars, and other prevalent signs of the 
poverty in the area. Cherry Street, the 
main drag, has its share of boarded up 
storefronts, vacant buildings and the gen- 
eral “run down” look associated with 
small towns on the decline. 
Once things got underway, though, an 
amazing transformation occurred. The 
music was sublime. From the Houston 
Stackhouse Acoustic Stage to the Sonny 
Boy Williamson Main Stage, the blues in 
all its forms rang out over a half dozen 


early ‘60s, Joe started making music 
ina variety of groups, including the 
Instant Action Jug Band and the 
Berkeley String quartet. Country Joe 
and the Fish were formed in 1965; 
part political device, part necessity, 
and part entertainment. That year 
there were a number of demonstra- 
tions against the war in Vietnam, and 
organizers wanted to provide music 
around the speeches in order to hold 
peoples’ attention. At the same time 
the folk revival was starting to turn 
into the era of San Francisco rock 
bands. Joe and Barry Melton put 
together Country Joe and the Fish to 
perform at the demonstrations. The 
band became one of the vanguards 
of the psychedelic scene, taking their 
light shows and music on the road. 
In fact, the group put on the first 
“psychedelic light show” in New 
York. “We were received very well”, 
says Joe, “We went to England and 
Scandinavia, all across the States... it 
was the beginning of a new counter- 
culture, and people liked the music. 
The Fixin’ To Die Rag’ just popped 
out of my head in 1965. It’s a folk 
song that became part of the cata- 
logue of Country Joe and the Fish. 
At the time, just one of the tunes in 
the top five for the group. There has 
always been this sort of confusion 
about Country Joe and the Fish. | 
always did political things on my 
own, but not always with the band. 
At Woodstock, I had gone down to 
the site to see what was going on 
and just happened to be on stage 
when Richie Havens was finishing 
his set. With all the transportation 
and organization problems, no one 
else was around so they found mea 
guitar and sent me out there. About 


folk art; the beer was cheap, and the vibe 
was mellow. 

The new permanent main stage, built 
by the Arkansas Department of Heritage, 
has the look of an old train station and 
faces the levee where blues fans set up 
their lawn chairs to hunker down for three 
days of music. The first thing that strikes 
you about these blues fans is that they are 
from all over the continent, brought 
together for this weekend by their love of 
the music. They have made an effort, trav- 
eled to be here, and are appreciative of the 
history of the Delta and the future of the 
music. The movers and shakers in the 
blues are here too. Bruce Iglauer, founder 
and owner of Alligator Records is on 
hand, as is Andrew Galloway of Electro- 
Fi Records. The publisher of Blues Revue 
magazine is trolling for subscriptions from 
his booth on Cherry Street. 

What about the music? There was 
more than one could possibly review in 
this short space. Show stoppers include 
Koko Taylor, who is looking better than 
she has in 20 years, having recovered 
from serious surgery last fall. Anson 
Funderburgh and the Rockets with Sam 
Myers ripped up the stage on Saturday 
afternoon and invited Michael Burks to 
come up and play with them for a portion 
of their set. Marcia Ball provided her 
usual blend of Louisiana and Texas 
flavoured blues, getting the crowd on its 











four songs into my solo set I decided 
to do the ‘Rag,’ It seemed to take on 
a life of it’s own. It’s used in text- 
books and documentaries and has 
become a sort of anthem for the 
times.” 

His social activism propelled him 
to work with anti-war organizers 
and later, through various organiza 
tions, to further the cause of veterans 
of Vietnam who had become disen 
franchised upon their return to 
America. 5 

These days, Joe has a number of 
projects on the go. “I like variety,” he 
states, “I recently did a six month 
tour with “The Fish” that went over 
very well. I haven't been writing 
songs for a couple of years but I’ve 
been working on an instrumental 
album paired with nature sounds 
that’s intended for meditation. And 
I’'mstill out there doing my solo 
shows. | tend to geta little lost if 1 
don’t perform. I’ve always done one 
song at a time and one gig ata time 
my career has been kind of organic, 
not planned.”

Foundation’s award for “Best Unsigned 
Blues Band” this past year, John Cleary 
and the Absolute Monster Gentlemen 
absolutely ripped it up early Friday 
evening, Oakland's Craig Horton proved 
to be a smooth, incredibly strong singer 
with a knack for great guitar riffs, and 
Bobby Radcliff gave us some searing gui- 
tar in asoublues vein. 

At the Thad Kelly Courtyard (an empty 
lot that had been done over with a small 
fountain and cobblestones) Train Wreck, 
aduo from the North Mississippi were 
pumping out raw, unvamished, hypnotic 
blues on snare drum, wash board, guitar, 
and harmonica. Later at that same loca- 
tion, Don Sanchez and the Kings of 
Pleasure, a jump/swing outfit from 
Shreveport, Louisiana, which featured Kid 
Ramos little brother on guitar, had the 
joint jumpin’. 

The remnants of Hurricane Matthew 
drenched the area with a steady rain that 
varied from drizzle to downpour starting 
early Friday, but it didn’t dampen the spirit 
of the blues fans in attendance. At least 
5,000 were hunkered down on the levee 
until the very last note on Saturday night. 

The Delta is loaded with blues history 
and that should be part of any fans’ trip 
here. Clarksdale, where so many blues 
musicians caught the train to go north; 
Robert Johnson's gravesite; the famous 
“Crossroads”; Stovalls’

“M NOT SURPRISED THERE ARE COMMENTS 
about the sort of era that my record 
evokes,” admits singer-songwriter Jill 
Barber about her out-of-time latest 
recording, Oh Heart. The East Coast 
chanteuse is enjoying a short break in 
Toronto before heading off on her nation 
wide tour. “We sort of gave it that kind of 
treatment in the production. | don’t think 
that | necessarily write songs in that way; 
| mean, | listen to all sorts of music, but | 
think that when you're ready to put a 
bunch of songs on tape, #’s-an entity of 
itself. We supplied that aesthetic, that sort 
of old timey feel. People talk about that, 
but | hope that | haven't pigeonholed 
myself.” 

If so, it's not such a bad pigeonhole to 
be in. Oh Heart transcends possible con- 





trivance by virtue of gorgeous melodies 
and first rate songwriting, not to mention 
stellar playing, courtesy of what Barber 
Calls, “The cream of Halifax jazz musi- 
cians.” 

“It was all very arranged,” she notes. “| 
didn't know the musicians that we were 
working with, and we actually hired 
somebody to score the music so that we 
could give sheet music for people to 
come in and play. | think the songs lent 
themselves to that kind of production.” 

Barber will be hooking up with brother 
Matthew, also an established recording 
artist, for part of the Oh Heart tour, and 
considers him to be an important “ally.” 

“| know that that’s not as interesting an 
answer,” she says when pressed about 
potential inter-family musical jealousy, 
“but we're really quite close. We're best 
friends, we have been for as long as ! can 
remember. The whole notion of sibling 
rivalry... I've heard about it, but I've never 
felt it.” 



























That doesn't mean that she couldn't at 
least lie to the press and pump up the 
story a touch. At least part of the fun with 
Oasis was watching the Gallagher broth- 
ers pound the hell out of each other in the 
press. Doesn't Barber know that feuding 
sells papers? 

“| Know what you mean,” she sighs in 
mock commiseration. “I wish | could 
help; | think that maybe he and | could sit 
down and work out some kind of sibling 
rivalry story.”

“IT WAS A REALLY GUTSY MOVE, ACTUALLY,” 
acknowledges Painting Daisies 
quitarist/vocalist Daisy Groff, kicking back 
for a quick glass of wine after an evening 
skate with friends. “What we did was we 
took five songs from that show at Red’s 
and put them on record. There’re no 
overdubs from that show, nothing. Didn't 
KISS used to do that on their live 

albums? Go back and fix them in the stu- 
dio? Well, we never did that. We just sort 
of said, ‘This is what it was in front of 
seven Cameras at Red's.’ This is what we 
are, of at least this is what we were one 
year ago, and | think that was a pretty 
gutsy move considering how they make 
studio albums. | don't know what to say 
except that I’m really proud of it. Besides, 
you always want one in your repertoire, 


the live album.” 

The recording in question, Absolutely 
Live, was pulled together from an hour- 
long CBC radio/television special aired 
last December. It's a remarkably faithful 
reproduction of the Daisies’ formidable 
live show, warts and all, although any 
mistakes Groff might pick out would be 
undetectable to the average person. Still, 
Groff does wince slightly every time she 
hears at least one of them. 

“Only one,” she laughs. “Otherwise 
we're all really proud of it because it was 
a two-year process getting to that point, 
we applied for the contest and then went 
through rounds and rounds of tryouts, all 
while touring and maintaining a ‘living’ as 
musicians. It was quite a different medi- 
um for us. We're used to just walking into 
a bar, right, and just giving “er, playing, 
just doing what we do. With this, we had 
to start going through the rehearsals with 
cameras, it was just such a different 
experience and to have something tangi- 
ble like the CD to mark the experience is 








incredible.” 

The special was certainly a change 
from the grungy club circuit that Groff 
and her band mates have slogged 
through for the past eight years, and 
most likely an indication of where the 
Daisies will be headed in the future. 

“It was our first experience with what 
show business is,” Groff agrees. “It was 
also a lot of time in the make up chair, 
y'know, meeting people associated with 
CBC, and... it took us awhile, because it’s 
out of our comfort zone, it took some 
time to get used to it. But now, | would do 
another one in a heartbeat.”

From his earliest days in Oklahoma to 
helping form Nexus and on through his 
years as a member of Steve Reich's per- 
forming group, Russell Hartenberger 
has followed the beat of many a drum. 


How old were you when you started 
playing percussion? 

| started out with a snare drum when | 
was eleven, and then | started taking 
lessons. | had a really supportive teacher 
when | started out. | assumed from early 
on that | was going to be a musician. | 
always liked practicing and so did my 
friends, so we'd practice all the time. 


So was it when you went off to college 
that you got into contemporary music? 
The music school | went to was conser- 
vative with traditional repertoires: 
Beethoven and Brahms. | learned more 
about contemporary music in graduate 
school. 


Did you meet Steve Reich through 
{riends of friends? Part of your program 
is an excerpt of “Drumming”? 

| was at was Wesleyan University doing 
my PhD in world music, and a fellow 
classmate knew Reich when he was 


writing “Drumming.” | wanted to go to 
Africa, and | wanted to meet with Steve 
so he could tell me what to expect, and 
then | soon joined his group as he need- 
ed drummers—at the time he had 
instrumental players, like woodwinds 
and pianists playing those parts. | was 
the first drummer in the group, and soon 
after Bob Becker and others joined the 
group as well. 

“Drumming” was unlike anything I'd 
encountered in Western music, and | 
was very intrigued. He taught it without 
notation. He'd play us the part, then we 
would get it down—very much in the 
oral tradition of how African music is 
taught. | also liked that | played all the 
time in the piece, unlike a lot of western 
classical music, where you'd get up for a 
measure then sit down for 15 minutes. 


As improvisers and players used to 
playing minimal music, what was the 
longest the ensemble has ever played? 
The longest was in Amsterdam and we 
were invited to play all night at a festival 
in a church from nine in the evening 
until morning. No experience prepared 
us for what it was going to be like for 
that long. You just get in a specific state. 
Over hours, ideas got stretched out and 
we'd cut things back or stop and start 
ideas. And the audience stayed the 
whole time.

Set Yourself on Fire 
(Arts and Crafts)

“WHEN THERE IS NOTHING LEFT TO BURN, YOU 
have to set yourself on fire,” booms the 
Gandalf-ish voice (actually singer Torquil 
Campbell's father over the phone) that 
begins the new Stars album. You expect 
an angry metal riff to follow, but instead 
piano, strings and horns bleed into a 
melancholy anti-love epic about former 
lovers crossing paths (“Your Ex-Lover is 
Dead”). The Montreal-via-New York quin- 
tet follow up 2003’s Heart with another 
passionate collection of songs glowing 
somewhere between a jaded funeral 
dirge, and a wounded fairytale for the 
lovelorn post-rocker. 

Yeah, that kind of sounds pretentious, 
but Set Yourself on Fire is eloquent and 
genuine. With an enviable level of musi- 
cianship and irony-free song writing, it 
quivers to that same bittersweet wane dri- 
ving the so-called New Romantic indie- 
pop sound coming out of Eastern Canada 
right now.

ISIS RELEASED THE EPIC OCEANIC IN 2002 TO 
mass critical acclaim. Panopticon, their 
follow up album, is an equally thoughtful 
record: similar without being derivative, 
powerful without succumbing to clichéd 
aggressive tendencies, diverse without 
seeming adrift. Panopticon stands apart 
from Oceanic, but it is also distinctly 
related. 

Following a similar sonic blueprint as 
bands like Neurosis and Godflesh, Isis 
have carved out a sound all their own. 
Panopticon features a more accessible 
approach for the band, though not at the 
expense of any of their raw power or 
energy. Atmospheric post-rock strains 
and major key melodies mix with ambi- 
ent washes of sound to provide relief 
from the attack, always anchored by the 
pulsing energy of their consistently bril- 
liant rhythm section. 

The production quality on Isis’ releas- 
es is usually sonically rich, and 
Panopticon is no exception. The drum 
sound is once again among the best put 
to tape, and the mix is clear and bright, 
contrasting the darker leanings of the 
music. Vocally, Aaron Turner has worked 
a more melodic approach into his usual 
scream-heavy singing. This is not always 
a good thing. Also, his vocals 
clearer and less treated than in previous 








recordings with either Isis or his side 
projects. (Speaking of which, Red 
Sparowes, a collaboration between 
Neurosis and Isis, is set to drop early 
2005.) 

Seven songs clocking in at one hour 

seem a little pretentious, but don’t 

be thrown. And while Panopticon may 
tread the same dark waters as Oceanic, 
it's a sound that has developed well, and 
\'m glad the band didn't mess with their
